THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL TOO GREAT A 
LOAD FOR THE ADMINISTRATION. 


| President Cleveland Moved by the Attitude of 


the Democratic Press—No Doubt that Mr. 
Garland Will Be Asked to Resign—The Bell 
Telephone Suit. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aron. 

WasHINeTON, D. C., February 9.—It may 
be said to be definitely settled that Attorney- 
General Garland will be asked to resign his 
seat in the cabinet. There is the best author- 
ity for saying that the president is 
very much moved by the attitude of 
the Democratic press toward the Pan 
Electric telephone developments of the 
past week. He is inclined to think Mr. Garland 
has proved too great a load for his admin- 
istration. He is satisfied something must be 
done in the business in order to insure justice 
in the coming suit against the Bell telephone 
monopoly. It is not true that Mr. Garland has 
tendered his resignation or has 
placed his office at the dis- 
posal of the president. The latter would, 
doubtless, be under the painful necessity 
of calling Mr. Garland’s attention to the im- 
propriety of his longer remaining in the cab- 
inet in view of surrounding circumstances and 
of the recent developments. The president 
has been considering this subject very serious- 
ly within the last twenty-four hours, It is 
not improbable that the whole situation will be 
discussed at to-day's cabinet meeting. Mr. 
Garland remains strongly obtuse and appar- 
ently shows no sensitiveness in the face of the 
exposures brought to light in the last ten 
days. He does not apparently realize how his 
continued presence in the cabinet is a sore em- 
barrassment to the president and his asso- 
olates. Nothing the president has yet done 
will redound so much to his creditas his de- 
cision in the case of the attorney-general. He 
has arrived at this decision after the most 
careful deliberation. Itis true that the storm 
of public opinion, the universal demand from 
the best Democratic papersin the country, 
have sharpened his attention and directed 
him more swiftly to the facts in the case than 
if it had been presented to him privately. He 
realizes the importance of having the suit 
against the Bell company tried fairly and by 
officials who are 

ABOVE SUSPICION. 

He is very much impressed by the fact that 
Secretary Lamar and his four associates ar- 
rived unanimously at the same opinion after 
examining the various allegations of fraud 
made against the Bell company in obtaining 
their patent. Mr. Lamar never stood higher 
and better in the president’sestimation or in 
that of his cabinet associates than he does 
now. He has had no interest in any stock 
speculation which could be benefited by the 
suit against the Bell company and his decision 
stands, therefore, free from criticism just as 
the president hopes to have the conduct of the 
suit against the Bell company. Noneof the 
members of the cabinet have felt like intrud- 
ing their advice upon the president in this 
important matter. He has not yet asked for 

‘ i any one, but it is cer- 
ask he would finda majority 
in his own cabinet declaring that Mr. Garland 
must go. There is good reason to believe that 
at least three members of his cabinet would 
not remain if Mr. Garland were retained. 
Under such circumstances, Mr. Cleveland 
would find it impossible to reorganize 
his cabinet with first-class men. The pitiless 
logic of circumstances would have forced the 
president to displace Mr. Garland, and itis 
greatly to his credit that he has come to the 
conclusion that Mr. Garland must go, free 
from any question of personal considera- 
tion. The morethe president has examined 
the Pan Electric case the worse it looks to him. 
Itis now very hard for him to believe that 
there was no understanding between the at- 
torney-general and Solicitor-General Goode 
whenthe former went away to Arkansas last 
summer. Mr. Garland’s departure, the co-

A FORMIDABLE SHOWING AGAINST HIM. 
The president was very much dissatisfied with 
Mr. Garland last fall. The letter that he wrote 
to his attorney-general, and the order which 
he gave to discontinue the suit would have 
forced anyone with a more sensitive tempera- 
ment than Mr. Garland to resign. All 
the additional facts since brought out, added 
to the impression received by the president 
at that time, have made him resolute in his de- 
cision forachange. The president will seek 
to find an attorney-general with a character 
high enough to compensate for the scandal 
which has fallen on the administration — 
no fault of his. It is possible that 0 
may transfer some of his cabinet 
ministers. If the president is not satisfied 
with Mr. Garland, it is equally certain that he 
is not satisfied with Mr. Goode, the solicitor- 
general. He is not yet confirmed dy the sen- 
ate — committee. As that committee 
will probably investigate the Pan Electric mat- 
ter, it is further probable that Mr. Goode will 
not be confirmed. It is therefore of double 
importance for the president to have an attor- 
ney-general who can take charge of this suit 
whose hands are clean, and who can act inde- 
pendently of this unconfirmed solicitor-gen 
eral. The people who have been 22 
about the Bell telephone company’s attem 
to break down Mr. Garland will find that the 
removal of Mr. Garland will place in 
osition a gentieman who will push 
his suit with the full power of the. gov 
ment. He will be untrammeled by personal 
intereste and will therefore be able to push 
this suit through to a verdict which will com- 
mand popular approval and respect. If such 
a change will be of any advantage to the Bell 
company it will take avery sharp-eyed critic 
to discover wherein their fortunes will be 
proved by having a new prosecutor. The 
resence of Senator Thurman at the head of 
he special counsel retained to prosecute the 
suit may indicate that he is the coming attor- 
ney- eral. It would be a splendid stroke to 
% him in Mr. Garland’s p Then the 
scandal of the last ten days would simply be an 
occasion for affording the president another 
opportunity to demonstrate his fixed resolu- 
nto maintain the highest standard in ihe 
public service. The fact that Mr. Garland is to 
go may be considered absolute. The question 
of his successor is not as yet certainly deter- 
mined.

Two Italians Poisoned by Eating a Steak 
from a Dead Horse.

LACKAWANNA, PA., February 9.—A few days 
ago Dr. Brace of this village had a call to at - 
tend a patient in the neighborhood of Kem- 
bles, a backwoods station on the Honesdale 
branch of the Erie railway.

ROUGHS ROUTED. 


AN ATTEMPT TO REPEAT YESTERDAY'S BIOT 


has put an end this morning to the great public 
excitement caused by yesterday’s riot. At the 
moment of telegraphing it is pitch dark, with 
a deep blood-red sky. It is feared the rioters 
may avail themselves of the cover of darkness 
to continue their pillage. Probably exager- 
ated accounts of this riot have reached you. 
The fdcte are as follows: A mass-meeting of 
unemployed men was arranged for yes- 
terday afternoon in Trafalgar square, 
by fair-trade agitators, supplied with funds by 
the Tories. The Social Democratic federation, 
that is the chief Socialist body, had previously 
taken up the question of unemployed men and 
called meetings and passed resolutions de- 
manding public work and for the passage of 
a relief bill making more than eight hours 
labor a day illegal. The Socialists were led by 
Hyndman and Champion, the latter a young 
ex-officer of artillery, and declared their in- 
tention ‘‘to collar the meeting.’’ They arrived 
an hour before the fair-traders and 
passed their resolutions unanimously. The 
latter got no hearing and no vote at all. The 
square was filled with perhaps 15,000 men, half 
to two-thirds of them genuine, respectable 
laborers out of work, for the distress is really 
very great. The rest was a mediey crowd of 
LOAFERS, THIEVES AND ROUGHS, 

which London produces anywhere at 
a moment’s notice. The meeting was 
quite orderly. Then somebody ehouted 
to the roughs to go the West End and show 
people there what want and misery looked 
like. The crowd passed up Pall Mall, the 
Socialist speakers not leading them, but being 
carried along frequently on shoulders. The 
crowd began tossing stones out of their pock- 
ets through the club windows and then started 
on a run, the stone-throwing increasing 
until in some streets not a pane of 
glass was left in the lower windows. Finding 
not the slightest opposition they grew bolder, 
smashed shop windows, threw the contents 
into the streets t be scrambled for. At Hyde 
Park socialists addressed the crowd, urging 
them to refrain from violence. The mob split 
into several portions and proceeded to attack 
the jewellers’ shops, when the owners drew 
revolvers, not firing, however. Several thou- 
sand pounds worth werethus looted. At last, 
when the mob had done about all it 
could, a body of police went 
to meet it and dispersed them without the 
slightest difficulty. A few arrests were made, 
chiefly for being found with stolen property. 
I afterward saw Hyndman and Champion, 
who professed great regretat the violence. It 
is true they did not directly incite to pillage, 
but itis equally true that the pillage was the 
consequence of their inflammatory speeches. 
The Times demands their immediate arrest. 


ANOTHER RIOT FEARED. 

2 P. M.—Feare are entertained that the riots 
of yesterday will be renewed to-day. This is 
what could naturally be expected when the 
immunity enjoyed by the mob in its work of 
destruction yesterday is considered. The 
police showed that they were entirely power- 
less to cope with such a force as that with 
which they were confronted yesterday. In 
anticipation of another demonstration to-day, 
small crowds of roughs have been pouring 
into Trafalga square fromr different points of 
the city, and at this hour the crowd assembled 
there numbers fully three thousand. None of 
the leaders, however, of yesterday’s disturb- 
ances have made their appearance as yet, and 
whether any programme has been determined 
on for another outbreak is not known. West 
End to-day wears a holidayappearance. A 
general feeling of alarm and insecurity is felt 
among the residents of that quarter, and most 
of the shops are closed. Tradesmen are in- 
dignant at the lack of protection afforded 
them by the authorities and at the impotency 
of the police. No instructions have been 
given to the police as to what course to pursue 
in the event of further outrages by the mob, 
and the shopkeepers feel that they are entirely 
unguarded against the pillage and destruction 
of their property. Though itis well known 
who the leaders of the mob were, no arrests 
of any one connected therewith have been 
made. Tradesmen propòse sending a petition 
to the home office, demanding that they be 
afforded protection from the depredations of 


the mob. * 
THE MOB AT WORK. 


Hyndmann, the president of tne Democratic 
federation, disclaims any responsibility for 
the actions of the mob yesterday. Hepre- 
dicts that trouble of a very serious proportion 
will ensue, if the distress existing among 
working people is not soon relieved. The men 
will not starve forever, he says, and if the au- 
thorities refuse to help them, then they must 
not be surprised ifforce is resorted to to pro- 
cure bread.

THE MOB ROUTED. 

4:30 p. m.—The increasing gravity of the 
situation finally alarmed the authorities, and 
they put forth all their energies to suppress 
the incipient riot. The police on duty at Tra- 
falgar square was enormously increased 
and well prepared for a weli-de- 
fined and exhaustive assauit. This, after 
a long struggle, resulted in pushing the mob 
into the side streets and thus splitting it up. 
The police followed up their work and drove 
each fragment of the broken mob until its 
elements were drixen into the alleyways and 
byways of the town. Every precaution 
has been taken to prevent the reassem- 
bling of any mob. Many of the 
rioters have been arrested. Some of these 
have been fined and discharged, others have 
been remanded for trial, while a number have 
been sentenced to imprisonment for various 
terms ranging from one to six months. 


MORGAN TO RESIGN, 


And Be Given the Same Salary in Another

GEN. WINFIELD SCOTT HANCOCK BREATHES 
HIS LAST. 


His Death Caused by a Malignant Carbuncle 
at the Back of the Head—His Demise Occurs 
at Governor’s Island, New York—Career of 
the Soldier Hero. 


NEW YorK, February 9-3 p. m.—Balletin.— 
Gen. Hancook died at 2:58 this p. m. 
The following official notification of the death 
of Gen. Hancock has just been received: 
GOVERNOR’S ISLAND, N. Y., February 9.— 
Major-General W. 8. Hancock, United States 
Army, died at 2:35 thig afternoon. 
W. D. WHIPPLE, 
Assistant Adjutant-General. 

Gen. Hancock’s death was the result of a 
malignant carbuncle on the back of his neck, 
which had confined him to his bed for 
several days. No serious alarm was felt, 
however, until shortly before he expired. 


WINFIELD SCOTT HANCOOK 

was born in Montgomery county, Pennsylva- 
nia, February 14, 1824, and consequently would 
have been 62 years of age on the coming 
St. Valentine’s day. His early education was 
received at Morristown (Pa.) academy, and in 
1840 he entered West Point as a cadet. He 
graduated four years later and received his 
commission as lieutenant of infantry in 1846. 


He served during the Mexican war and was 
with his command at San Antonio, Churu- 
busco and Molino del * At the as- 
sault and capture of the city of Mexico 
he displayed conspicuous courage and re- 
ceived the brevet of first lieutenant for Con- 
treras and Churubusco. In 1855 he was ap- 
pointed captain and transferred to the quar- 
termaster’s department, and took part in the 
2 campaign against the Seminole In- 
ans.

Scott was paid a salary of $8 per 
day, given a commodious residence and al- 
lowed $1,000 per week to pay the expenses of 
the construction. The affair has caused a de- 
cided sensation in business circies, and future 
developments are awaited with interest.

Jacob Reese has just returned from Birming- 
ham, Ala., where he has been figuring out the 
cost of iron and steel-making. He says that 
by selling some of the by-products, the net 
cost of making steel can be reduced to some- 
where in the neighborhood of $13 to $15 per 
ton. He proposes to organize a company up- 
on a broad foundation and manufacture iron 
and steel at unheard-of prices. 


The incorporation of companies continues 

articularly small concerns witha capital o 

.000 to $15,000.. They consist of smali found- 
ries, tool-shops, machine-shops, furniture 
factories and wagon-works. mv! of them 
are started by you men who have made 
their capital within five years. The demand 
for architectural iron has led to the increas- 
ing of the capacity of several works in this 
state and in the west. Architects are using 
architectural iron much more largely than 
heretofore, particularly some of the new de- 
signs recently brought out. 


If the desired 10 per cent advance at Fall 
River is ted, similar demands will be 
made at New Bedford, Lawrence, Beacon 
Falls, and several other manufacturing cen- 
ters.

South Oarolina, North Carolina and Virginia. 
Last Sunday 300 candidates were initiated in 
the Tailor’s assembly at Boston. All the in- 
dustries are falling into line. The sailmakers 
among them. The clerks in the 3 
houses are following afterthem. The bullding 
trades of Albany are being com tly organ- 
ized,and the towns along the Hudson are com- 
ing in.

OMAHA, NEB., February 9.—The city veteri- 
narian has just returned from an official visit 
to Kearney, Neb., where he was called in the 
absence of the state veterinarian to attend a 
peculiar malady which had appeared in a herd 
of horses at that place. About three weeks 
ago three shippers of that place received a car- 
load of good horses from Illinois.

put negroes in place of the coke strikers. 
Thousands of good, stout negroes can be pro- 
cured around Lynchburg, Va. Those now in 
the region are satisfied with the wages and are 
happy. Notone is taking any active part in 
the strike, and all would be at work if it were 
not for their fear of bodily harm. The inten- 
tion ig not to bring in large numbers at one 
time, but as fast as a family leaves the region, 
a colored family will take its place and the 
change will not be noticed until it is made.

THE RIVER sITUATION. 


Considerable Anxiety Felt by the Owners of 
Steamboat Property. 

The situation of the gorge in the river is not a» 
Pleasant as it was and boat owners are a great 
deal more apprehensive to-day than they have 
been since the closing of the river. The cause 
ot all the uneasiness is the receipt of telegrams 
from the Osage and other streams emptying 
into the Missouri, announcing steady rises 
in all of them. The Osage, for instance, 
rose a foot last night and is 


still coming up steadily. Capt. Abrams of the 
Naples packet company came down this morn- 
ing from the Illinois river district and reports 
that stream as rising. No word has been re- 
ceived from the Meramec, but if it begins to 
rise it is just possible it will loosen up the ice 
below here and allow the gorge in front 
of the city to run off harmlessly. The trouble 
during the past few days has been that as fast 
as the tugs open the shore channel above it 
Alls in below. In regard to this, Capt. Frank 
Cayton, who has just returned from — 
where the 8 boats are quartered, 
suggests that a small, strong sternwheeler 
like the Baker or Jack Frost could, by a slow 
motion of the wheel, throw the loose ice in 
under the solid or gorged ice, and in this 
manner continued breaking open new places, 
thus widening the channel. Capt. Cayton 
States that itis by this nethod thatthe chan- 
nel at Bushburg is being kept clear. He will 
pilot the Annie P. Silver to the Western abut- 
ment of the bridge some time this afternoon, 
or as soon asthe wharves are cleared of the 
solid ice, which yields very stubbornly to 
the efforts of the Silver’s crew. At 
noon the starboard wheel refused to turn 
over in response to the engine and the larboard 
wheel was almost completely hemmed in. It 
is a question whether the move to place the 
Silver so near the bridge is a wise one, as the 
identical spot to which she is going is the 
place where the Maggie P. was ‘‘knocked out 
two years ago, when the ice was not nearly as 
heavy as it is at present. Capt. Cayton 
is trying to figure the pressure the 
bridge will have to stand when the 
gorge above the structure lets go. He figures 
hatasquare foot of ice weighs fifty-seven 
pounds and an equal amount of water is cal- 
culated at sixty-seven pounds. Capt C. is try- 
ing to get at the thicknéss of the ice in tne up- 
per gorge, but so far has failed. Another 
cause for uneasiness is the fact thatthe water 
is not as clear as it was, which would indicate 
that the Missouri is pouring itself into the 
Father of waters, which is considered a danger- 
ous sign. Capt.Thos. Shields ofthe Anchor line 
came up from Cairo this morning 
and is very sure that there is no danger 
threatened at that point as the Ohio is clear of 
ice. The Rescue had cut the channel as far 
north as Carr street at noon and a visit to the 

overnment gauge showed a rise of nearly two 
nches since yesterday. Taken altogether the 
situation is not nearly as satisfactory as it was 
—. wn but still there is no danger of the 

reak up coming within two or three days and 
even then, the old heads say a heavy rain will 
be required to do the work. 


THE CHINESE RIOTS. 


Martial Law Proclaimed in Seattle, W. T.— 
The President Called Upon for Aid. 

SEATTLE, W.T., February 8.—At an early 
hour this morning the militia and Home guards 
marched tothe ocean dock and escorted all 
the Chinamen, retrieved by the writ of habeas 
corpus, to the court-house. Each Chinaman 
was then informed that he was at liberty to 
leave the town or remain, as he desired. The 
majority elected to go, and the steamer Queen 
left with about 195, all she had room for. An- 
other 100, whose passage had been paid, had 
to remain for the next steamer. 
These, and their countrymen who 
decided to stay permanently, started 


back to Chinatown from the dock under escort 
ofthe Home guards. Onthe waythey were 
met by a hooting crowd that tried to break 
through the lines and reach the Chinamen. 
At first the guards attempted to beat back 
their assailants with the butts of muskets, but 
the crowd attempted to wrest away the 
weapons. At last the order to fire was given 
and five men fell. The crowd recoiled and the 
Seattle rifles who were just leaving 
the dock, came up on the _ double- 
quick and formed a line to support the 
the Home guards. In another minute Com- 
pany D came from the court-house on a dead 
run and fell in to support their comrades. 
The scene for a time was remarkable. 

The troops formed a hollow square. The 
Chinamen in their midst threw their blanket 
rolis on the ground at the first fire and 
crouched behind them. For fully an hour the 
square stood facing the crowd in this manner, 
the men keeping their — like veterans. 

At last the crowd dispersed sufficiently for 
the Chinamen to be conducted to their homes. 
From this the excitement increased. The 
militia were denounced, and prominent citi-

The court of appeals to-day in a case grow- 
ing out of the Leubrie failure expresses 
an opinion of general interest to busi- 
ness men concerning reports given to mercan- 
tile agencies. The court says: 


„We do not doubt the soundness of the 
proposition that these so-called §Jmercantile 
agencies have become such well recognized 
instruments of commerce that the co may 
take judicial notice of the fact well known by 
the whole business community throughout the 
country that their principal office is to collect 
information concerning the financial standing 
of merchants and other business men to be 
communicated upon request to other business 
men who may have occasion to 
extend credit to a customer. Nor 
do we doubt the proposition that 
since a merchant or business man who makes 
statements to such a mercantile agency touch. 
ing his financial standing, does so with the 
knowledge that the purpose for which the 
agency obtains this information is to com- 
municate it to other merchants from whom 
the former may solicit credit, the merchant so 
giving the information to the agency occupies 
precisely the same position in lawtoward any 
one who is deceived thereby into giving him 
credit as though he had made the commun!i- 
cation to such customer direct. The govern- 
ing principal is that a person who makes a 
faise statement forthe purpose of deceiving 
and entrapping ang one of a particular class 
whom it may catch is responsible for the con- 
sequences to —_ one whom it does catch. 
But it is a principle equall 
the fraudulent representati 
enable the other contracting 
contract must have been a uce 
ment to the making of the contract.
